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REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


To Members of The School Board of Francestown: 


Two schools were maintained without teacher changes 
for the past fiscal year. Total registration was 45 pupils. 
The average membership was 38 pupils who attended school 
94% of the 355 school half-days. Tardinesses have de- 
creased from 108 in the year closing in 1925 to 25 cases for 
the past year. 


28 pupils were transported at district expense, and the 
Board reported eight pupils enrolled in high schools. 


Teaching in Francestown moves by cycles. The Town 
trains, under supervision, rather inexperienced teachers and 
the inevitable result of their transfer to cities offering far 
beyond what Francestown could afford to pay is a temporary 
adjustment to new teachers who again must learn. 


Part of the suecess of the Francestown schools has been 
due to the good-natured spirit with which the parents have 
met the problem of waiting for teachers to develop their 
abilities. For the new staff, the superintendent asks a 
continuance of co-operation and kindly assistance; for their 
problems are many. 


The guarantee to the parents which the School Board 
gives, that the children shall not fall below high standards 
of achievement, is the full pupil accounting system which 
the board maintains. By means of this plan, which has 
the approval of the great educational schools, and is the 
backbone of the progressive and efficient modern educational 
system, the Board can measure results entirely without 
personal bias. 


The pupil accounting system plays no favorites either 
with pupils or teachers, demands fullest possible develop- 
ment of the individual child, assures the Board that a tax 
dollar spent in Francestown buys a dollar’s worth of educa- 
tion measured by what the achievement is reported as 
common among high ranking systems. It also makes it 
possible for the Board to discount the high hopes of parents 
who overestimate their children’s abilities, using the best 
modern measures of pupil abilities; and on the other hand 
accepts no excuses for lack of care for the average or slightly 
below-normal] child. 
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It therefore immediately and logically throws away the 
subjective ratings of pupils by inexperienced teachers, while 
offering them full opportunity to add their personal ideas to 
whatever data may be accumulating. 


Francestown offers no frills in education; but as fast as the 
teachers establish themselves as educators the Town provides 
material by which special talents can be used. But the 
Board has wisely refused to consider the eight elementary 
school grades in the light of a “finishing school. ”’ 


Radio equipment and visual education will be undoubted- 
ly added as soon as a sufficient number of parents see the 
wisdom of enlarging the fields of appreciation and travel. 


State Aid is still maintained, and the finances of the Dis- 
trict are in a strong condition. A decrease in appropriation 
is possible this year. 

Objective ratings showed the schools to be in advance of 
the expectation in each grade for the close of the first term. 
The excellent work of the past year is, therefore, still main- 
tained. 

Supervision in such a town is a continuous pleasure. With 
few exceptions, the parents seem to sense that the best road 
to success is made by all forces cooperating.
